In connection with the investigation of the 
House Select Committee on Assassinations into 
the death of President John F. Kennedy, the Select 
Committee on Assassinations requests access to all 
files and index references concerning or referring 
to the following individuals:

In addition, the Committee requests access to 
all CIA handbooks and/or regulations for the years 
1959-1963 which set forth the criteria for recruit- 
ment of CIA agents, operatives, informants, and 
double agents. 


The Committee further requests access to a copy 
for the years 1959-1963 of the "“Delimitations 
Agreement", a U.S. intelligence community document 
that sets forth interagency guidelines for the 
debriefing of U.S. military personnel. The Committee 
also requests access to copies of all Warren Commission 
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Executive Session transcripts retained by the CIA. 


Finally, please provide responses to the following 
questions: 


1. Was the Warren Commission ever given 
access to any of the Office of Security's 
written reports summarizing the results 
of the polygraph_examination that was 
administered to Tf so, 
please indicate which reports and when 
they were made available. 


2. Was the Warren Commission ever given access 
to CIA disseminations of 10/9/63 and 10/10/63 
regarding Lee Harvey Oswald's presence in 
Mexico City? If so please indicate which 
disseminations were made available, and when 
and by what means they were made available. 


As some of the information contained in this letter 
was derived from classified information, consideration 
should be given to assigning this letter an appropriate 
classification indicator.
